Sense of 
freedom 
for Grace 


AN EXTRAORDINARY apparatus 
has helped an inspirational North¬ 
ampton child to regain movement 
in her body. 

Four-year-old Grace Windram, of Obe¬ 
lisk Rise, Kingsthorpe, has cerebral palsy 
and just over a year ago could not even sit 
up. 

However, thanks to a rare piece of 
equipment at a physiotherapy centre, the 
All Saints Primary pupil can now sit up, 
kneel and crawl short distances. 

Grace receives 
treatment at home 
and via the NHS, but 
it is sessions at the 
Footsteps physiother¬ 
apy centre in Warbor- 
ough, Oxfordshire, 
that her mum, Helen, 
said have made all the 
difference. 

The centre is home 
to a piece of equip¬ 
ment known as the 
Spider, which is the only one of its kind 
in the UK, and is built like a spider’s web 
with elastic ropes to hold youngsters up. 

It allows physiotherapists to implement 
a full course of exercises for a child in 
any chosen position and aligns their body 
properly. 


Helen said: “There’s nothing quite like 
it. Our lives are infinitely different be¬ 
cause of it. 

“The centre make it all really enjoyable 
for the children. 

“Grace is a fun-loving little girl and she 
loves being around people. 

“She gets so excited when she is going to 
Footsteps, it really is a gem of a place.” 

Grace, who lives with her mum, dad 
Gavin and six-month-old sister Amelia, at¬ 
tends the centre four times a year for two- 
hour sessions over a three-week period. 

Pippa Hoyer Mil¬ 
lar, the co-founder 
of Footsteps, said: 
“The Spider is 
loved by children 
as it gives them, 
often for the first 
time, the freedom 
to move on their 
own in ways they 
just haven’t experi¬ 
enced before. 

“The Spider does not offer a miracle 
cure but the power of intensive physio¬ 
therapy, expert therapists and the most ef¬ 
fective equipment, all in conjunction with 
a child-friendly atmosphere, has worked 
wonders for scores of children. There is 
nothing like this in this country.”

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Soldier back 
from the war

EASTENDERS, bacon sand¬ 
wiches and a cup of tea are 
among the top things Brit¬ 
ish troops serving abroad 
miss while they are away, 
according to one North¬ 
amptonshire soldier. 

Cpl James Barrie, aged 26, has 
just returned home from a tour of 
Afghanistan with the armoured 
reconnaissance regiment the 
Queen’s Royal Lancers, having 
previously served in Iraq in 2007. 

His parents Russell and Bar¬ 
bara, who live in Brackley, told 
of the fears of families left behind 
when their children go to war. 

But happily for the family they 
have now been reunited, after 
James returned safely from duty 


earlier this month. 

James said it was a “big re¬ 
lief’ to be home after six months 
in Helmand Province, one of the 
deadliest areas in Afghanistan. 

He said: “I got back to the base 
at Catterick at about 3am so I 
wasn’t expecting a big welcoming 
party. But I had my mum and dad 
there, and my girlfriend Verity, 
and that was enough. That was all 
I wanted. 

“Before I left for Afghanistan I 
used to see Catterick as the place 
where I worked but when I came 
back it felt like home. 

“I gave mum and dad a big hug 
and thought: ‘Thank God, it’s all 
over. It’s finally the end.’ 

“It was a big relief. A big re¬ 
lief.” 

James said although life in Af¬ 


ghanistan had been a constant 
struggle to stay alive, troops had 
not stopped thinking of home. He 
said: “It makes the job more dif¬ 
ficult but you are always think¬ 
ing about what’s going on back 
home. 

“There’s always someone who 
says: ‘I could murder a bacon 
sandwich’ while you’re eating 
your rations or ‘I’d really like a 
pint of cold cider right now’ when 
you’re drinking warm water. 

“You think about home a lot, of 
course you do. You miss home. 

“I missed grass and rain. It’s 
so dusty and hot over there. And 
cold running water. I missed Eas- 
tEnders, wearing jeans, tea and 
mum’s cooking. Everyone misses 
their mum’s cooking. 

“It’s silly little things really.”

Open Monday to Saturday 
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Homes plan 
back again 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build more than 1,000 
homes on greenfield land 
outside Northampton have 
been resurrected. 

In 2007, residents fought off 
proposals for the Buckton Fields 
housing estate, including 1,250 
homes and a new school, just 
north of Kingsthorpe, after fears 
about the overload of local serv¬ 
ices. 

But the developer, Ensign, has 
announced it has lodged another 
planning application with Dav- 
entry District Council, whose 
boundary the land falls into, that 
would see 1,050 homes built in¬ 
stead. 

However, councillors who op¬ 
posed the plans in their last in¬ 
carnation say they still oppose 
them in their new form. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 


cillor John Yates {Con, Boughton 
Green) said: “This is the same 
scenario as what happened with 
Grange Park in that another 
council has dumped its Govern¬ 
ment allocation of houses on 
the edge of Northampton and 
it’s us that has to suffer the ef¬ 
fects. 

“Of course it’s a smaller amount 
of homes than last time but I’m 
not going to say I welcome it. 

“There are Kingsthorpe resi¬ 
dents who bought their homes 
looking across open fields and it’s 
now going to be houses. I’m furi¬ 
ous about it.” 

Ensign yesterday said revi¬ 
sions to the outline planning 
application for Buckton Fields 
showed it had addressed some of 
the main objections three years 
ago, including housing density, 
traffic congestion and provision 
of community facilities. 


Changes also included reloca¬ 
tion of a 500-space park and ride, 
two new bus services, a pedestri¬ 
an cycleway, an increase in land 
set aside for a primary school and 
public open spaces, and a 70-bed 
residential care home. 

Daventry District Council 
leader, Chris Millar {Con, West 
Haddon and Guilsborough), who 
is not on the planning committee 
which will determine the applica¬ 
tion, said he too had reservations 
about the plans. 

He said: “We have said all 
along there will be problems with 
traffic in Northampton as the in- 
frastruture stands. 

“What’s needed in my opinion 
is a north-western bypass. 

“However Northampton coun¬ 
cillors want to expand the town 
boundaries to make Northampton 
a city, so the reality is that green¬ 
field land has to be built on.” 


Redundancy pay cut 


PLANS to reduce re¬ 
dundancy pay by 
South Northampton¬ 
shire Council ahead 
of expected staff cuts 
announcements were 
a “devastating blow”, 
according to union 
members. 

SNC’s appointments 
and personnel commit¬ 
tee voted to recommend 


a report which would 
see maximum redun¬ 
dancy pay slashed in 
half if adopted. 

Reacting in the re¬ 
port to the proposals, 
SNC’s Unison union 
branch said: “The 
adoption of these pro¬ 
posals will be a devas¬ 
tating blow, particu¬ 
larly to long-serving, 


loyal members of staff, 
irrespective of age, 
who will face the pros¬ 
pect of finding alterna¬ 
tive employment at a 
time of limited oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

Plans for the council 
to join its senior man¬ 
agement team with 
neighbouring Cher- 
well District Council,

Crooks are 
on the run 


NEW figures show 
that Northampton¬ 
shire Police is the 
second best force in 
the country for cut¬ 
ting levels of rob¬ 
bery, burglary and 
theft. 

Between April and Sep¬ 
tember this year serious 
acquisitive crime such 
as robbery, burglary and 
thefts have fallen by 22.5 
per cent, which equates 
to 1,094 fewer victims of 
crime across the county. 

According to a senior 
officer, Operation Guardi¬ 
an, the high profile opera¬ 
tion which was launched 
last October to reduce 
serious crime across the 
county, has played an im¬ 
portant role in achieving 
those figures. 

Supt Pete Windridge, 
who is head of Operation 
Guardian, said: “Nation¬ 
ally, data shows that be¬ 
tween April and Septem¬ 
ber this year we are now 
ranked the second high¬ 
est in the UK for reduc¬ 
ing serious acquisitive 
crime. 

“There is a general 
feeling in the force that

we are leading the way 
to becoming one of the 
best forces in the country 
and what I would put that 
down to is strong leader¬ 
ship, a change in empha¬ 
sis and a vision which 
puts communities first. 

“I think that we have 
turned a corner and we 
are now on our way to¬ 
wards being one of the 
best forces in the coun¬ 
try.” 

Since its launch last 


November, Operation 
Guardian has led to there 
being 2,237 fewer victims 
of serious acquisitive 
crime. 

There have been 699 
fewer victims of residen¬ 
tial burglaries, 1,031 few¬ 
er thefts from vehicles 
and 302 fewer thefts of 
vehicles. 

During the operation, 
officers have undertaken 
16 high impact days and 
made 278 arrests and 
£64,000 in cash being 
seized. 

A total of 219 search 
warrants have been ex¬ 
ecuted at homes of sus¬ 
pect criminals, with 124 
of these achieving a posi¬ 
tive result. 

Supt Windridge said 
potential cuts to the 
force’s budget would not 
impact on the continua¬ 
tion of Operation Guard¬ 
ian. He said: “This opera¬ 
tion will continue for the 
foreseeable future, and 
we are already making 
plans for next year. We 
are delighted with what 
we have achieved regard¬ 
ing the fewer victims and 
improved public confi¬ 
dence.”

HISTORY experts 
from across the 
world were “blown 
away” by work be¬ 
ing carried out to 
highlight the im¬ 
portance of the 
Naseby battlefield 
in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

Members of 
the International 
Guild of Battlefield 
Guides visited the 
county this month 
to look around 
Naseby and hear 
about the plans to 
build a visitor cen¬ 
tre at the site. 

During their 
trip, they heard a 
talk on the history 
of the battle, but 
also witnessed a 
surprise attack by 
battle re-enactors, 
The Sealed Knot. 

The visit was led 
by historian Mar¬ 
tin Marix Evans, 
who is leading ef¬ 
forts to build the 
visitor centre. 

He said: “The 
conference led not 
only to numer¬ 
ous declarations 
that the battlefield 
would, in future, 
become a regular 
tourist destination 
for the guides, but 
also the award of 
the Guild’s logo.”

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Battle 

‘green 


for 

lung’

A SMALL strip of land in f 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre could soon be officially 
classed as a "village green" 
in an attempt to keep it out 
of the hands of develop¬ 
ers. 

People living close to the half¬ 
acre strip of grass near Exeter 
Place were up in arms last month 
when Northampton Borough 
Council tried to sell it. 

But after the residents col¬ 
lected a petition containing more 
than 360 signatures and protested 
at a council cabinet meeting, 
the scheme was officially with¬ 
drawn. 

And now, members of the coun¬ 
cil have revealed plans to have 
the area officially classed as a 
green. 

The move has been welcomed 
by people living close to the area, 
which residents have called their 
“green lung”. 

Queens Road resident Pat 
Markey, who spoke out against 
the planned sell-off when the bid 
was discussed by councillors last 
month, said: “I don’t know ex¬ 
actly what level of protection be¬ 
ing classed as a village green will 
give the land, but it sounds like a 
very good idea. 

“Anything that secures the fu¬ 
ture of that strip has to be a good 
thing and it’s good that people are 
trying to do something about it.”

Henry Gawthorn's 1920s railway poster 


A 1920s railway poster 
by a Northampton art¬ 
ist is expected to sell for 
thousands of pounds 
when it goes under the 
hammer at auction next 
month. 

The 30in by 25in poster, 
which depicts a beach scene 
at St Andrews in Scotland, 
was produced in around 1925 
by Northampton-born Henry 
George Gawthorn, for the 
London and North Eastern 
Railway (LNER). 

The work of art, which is 
emblazoned with the words 
“St Andrews, The Home 
Of The Royal and Ancient 
Game”, is expected to sell for 
between £6,000 and £8,000 at 
Christie’s South Kensington 
auctioneers in London on No¬ 
vember 5. 

However, it is thought this 
could prove to be cautious pre¬ 
sale estimate. 

A similar 1920s St Andrews 
railway poster, also created by 
Mr Gawthorn, was sold at Chris¬ 
tie’s on September 12, 2002, for a 
staggering £21,150. 

That piece had been expected to 


sell for between £5,000 and £7,000 
but set a new world record for a 
Scottish travel poster. 

In the early and middle parts of 
the 20th century, railway compa¬ 
nies, such as the LNER, commis¬ 
sioned artists like Mr Gawthorn 
to produce colourful, eye-catch¬ 


ing posters to promote rail 
travel to resorts, beauty 
spots and tourist attractions 
throughout Britain. 

Bugbrooke-based author 
Greg Nor den mentioned Mr 
Gawthorn in his best-selling 
book about railway art, Land¬ 
scapes Under The Luggage 
Rack. He said: “Gawthorn 
was born in Northampton in 
1879 and began his career as 
an architect, but later turned 
to pictorial art.” 

Mr Gawthorn spent the first 
12 years of his life in North¬ 
ampton and was in his early 
60s when he died in 1941. 

According to the 1881 cen¬ 
sus, Mr Gawthorn and his 
parents, boot clicker Stephen 
Edward Gawthorn and Jane 
Mary Holdbrook Gawthorn, 
lived at 55 Hunter Street in 
Northampton. 

In 1891 the Gawthorns lived 
at number eight St Giles Street 
in Northampton and his father 
Stephen was by then a tobacco¬ 
nist. 

The St Andrews poster is 
among 343 vintage posters ex¬ 
pected to sell for between £480,000 
and £670,000 at Christie’s.

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Wards change 


THE NAMES of the areas of 
Northampton people live in 
are due to change radically if 
new plans are accepted by Par¬ 
liament. 

The Local Government 
Boundary Commission for 
England (LGBCE) has been 
looking at the election bounda¬ 
ries used in Northampton for a 
number of months. 

They have now published 
plans for the new way the 
town will look, with a number 
of new electoral areas created, 
including wards such as Del- 


apre and Briar Hill, Obelisk, 
Phippsville, Riverside, Rush- 
mills, Sunnyside, Talavera, 
Trinity and Upton. 

The changes will also see the 
number of councillors sitting 
at the Guildhall reduced from 
47 to 45. 

Max Callier, the chairman 
of the LGBCE, said the review 
had been carried out to make 
sure each council ward has 
about the same number of 
voters, meaning all residents 
get equal representation from 
their councillors.

Warning over 
losing nurses

MEDICAL experts from North¬ 
ampton have warned that for¬ 
eign nurses who come to work 
in Britain could turn their backs 
on the country because it fails to 
live up to their expectations. 

Writing in the Journal of Clinical Nurs¬ 
ing, nurse Julia Nichols, who is a senior 
lecturer at The University of Northamp¬ 
ton, and professor Jackie Campbell said 
racism and discrimination was still ex¬ 
perienced by some foreign health work¬ 
ers and many became disillusioned when 
their expectations of finding top class 
medical facilities in Britain were not re¬ 
alised. 

Warning about the need to keep the 
skilled workers in the country, Mrs Ni¬ 
chols said: “If overseas nurses choose 
to leave the UK in large numbers, the 
health services could face a severe staff¬ 
ing shortage. 

“It’s important we listen carefully to 
their experiences to improve job satisfac¬ 
tion for migrant nurses and articulating 
the value they bring to UK nursing.” 

Since 1997, about 100,000 foreign 
nurses from 50 countries have come to 
work in Britain, with most coming from 
the Philippines, India, South Africa and 
Australia. But 20 per cent of those who 
came to work in the country between 
1997 and 2006 did not renew their regis¬ 
tration. 


Problems highlighted by the North¬ 
ampton academics in their study in¬ 
cluded highly skilled nurses being used 
in junior positions and trained nurses 
being employed in old people’s homes to 
carry out simple tasks such as feeding 
and washing pensioners. 

Mrs Nichols said: “Although some 
positive experiences are described, sig¬ 
nificant numbers of nurses describe not 
feeling personally or professionally val¬ 


ued by the UK nursing establishment. 

“Common emotions expressed are dis¬ 
appointment and un-met expectations.” 

In their report, the university workers 
suggested a raft of measures to keep the 
foreign workers in the country, includ¬ 
ing no longer putting senior workers in 
junior roles, making it clear that racism 
against staff will not be tolerated and 
providing mentors for workers who are 
new to the country.

Sammo cranks up 
defender search 


COBBLERS manager 
Ian Sampson will re-en¬ 
ter the market for a cen¬ 
tral defender on loan af¬ 
ter Ben Tozer returned 
to Newcastle United. 

Tozer was sent off at the 
end of Saturday’s calami¬ 
tous home defeat to Here¬ 
ford United and will serve a 
three-match suspension. 

With his loan deal expiring 
yesterday, that made the deci¬ 
sion not to retain his services 
at Sixfields easier, but Samp¬ 
son will now have to again 
look to recruit fresh blood at 
the back. 


“We might have a look at 
Ben a bit further down the 
road but there was no point 
keeping him with the games 
he was going to miss,” he 
said. 

“So we need to get some¬ 
body in. I’ve already put a 
few calls out and hopefully 
we can get someone in for the 
weekend but if not there’s one 
or two things we can do. 

“I was looking at getting 
an older player in with a 
bit of experience and that 
doesn’t look like it’s going 
to happen, so we’ll have to 
go down the younger route 
again.” 


Craig Hinton completed 
45 minutes on his return to 
action for the Cobblers re¬ 
serves yesterday. 

But the defender, who 
has missed all of the season 
to date with a knee injury, 
will not be considered for 
first-team action at Oxford 
United this weekend. 

Sampson is without 
suspended centre-back 
Dean Beckwith for the 
trip to the Kassam Stadium 
and the most likely course 
of action for the man¬ 
ager will be to play John 
Johnson in the middle and 
recall Paul Rodgers to the 


starting line-up at right-back. 

Marcus Hall could also 
fill in at centre-back after 
playing part of yesterday’s 
behind-closed-doors friend¬ 
ly with a Tottenham XI at 
Sixfields, a game that also 
saw Nathaniel Wedderburn 
and Steve Guinan get some 
minutes in. 

“Craig got through the 
first half which was the 
plan,” said Sampson, whose 
team drew 1-1 with Spurs. 

“He got through that fine 
without any obvious ill ef¬ 
fects. 

“We actually played him 
in central midfield to give 


him a good work-out and he 
played pretty well there. 

“It’s too early for him to 
be considered for the Ox¬ 
ford game, we need to be a 
little bit careful with him.” 

The Cobblers go to Ox¬ 
ford on Saturday, hoping 
to claim their first league 
win in five attempts ahead 
of next Tuesday’s Carling 
Cup fourth round clash at 
Ipswich Town. 

Town endured a night¬ 
mare second half against 
Hereford last Saturday, 
throwing away a 3-0 half¬ 
time lead to lose 4-3 at Six- 
fields. 


Downey: 
Saints 
step up 

BIG-HITTER James Downey says 
Saints are stepping up to the bigger 
expectations put on them this season. 

After two seasons as the underdog, 
Saints started this campaign as second 
favourites for the Aviva Premiership 
title and were tipped to be the big Eng¬ 
lish challenger in the Heineken Cup. 

Having such pressure and expecta¬ 
tion is something new to Northamp¬ 
ton, but Downey feels they are coping 
well and their opening to the season 
shows that. 

Northampton have had a blind¬ 
ing start, losing just one out of seven 
games to top their Heineken Cup pool 
and sit second behind London Irish in 
the Premiership. 

And Downey feels the steel Saints 
showed to come from behind and beat 
Edinburgh at Mur ray field last week¬ 
end is more evidence of the way the 
side is maturing. 

“We have to learn from last sea¬ 
son,” said Downey. “We have got to 
step it up from last year, a lot more is 
expected of us. 

“We put pressure on ourselves, the 
coaches do and I suppose the media 
do, and we are stepping up to it at the 
moment.” 

In seasons gone past Saints proba¬ 
bly would not have come back against 
an Edinburgh side that was cutting 
their defence open time and again in 
the first half on Saturday. 

But Mallinder’s men didn’t lose 
their heads and sorted out their de¬ 
fence to take control in the second 
half and use their forward power to 
win. 

Downey said: “When Edinburgh 
turned us over and then went the 
length of the field, that’s not the best. 
Their offloading game caused us a lot 
of problems. 

“They were getting too quick ball, 
it was like training. We were letting 
them have it, they were whipping it 
away and we weren’t even set, and if 
you are not set with the new rules you 
are dead in the water. 

“That is the way they play in the 
Magners League. There is no fear in 
the Magners with no relegation, so 
they don’t fear throwing it around. 

“They played well as well, they 
were throwing the ball around and it 
was hard to get set, so you have got to 
adapt to that and we did. In the second 
half we tightened up the defence and 
got the win.” 

Saints are back in Premiership ac¬ 
tion this weekend when they travel to 
High Wycombe to take on Wasps on 
Sunday (ko 3pm).
